In the case or the sheriff, according 
to attorneys who have looked up the; 
law, it is up to the county board to de- ' 
termine whether the office has become 
vacant. If such is found to be the case, 
in the discretion of the board, then the 
board may fill the vacancy by appoint-; 
ment. 

In any event causing a vacancy in’ 
the sheriff’s office the coroner assumes 
the duties until a new sheriff is ap-| 
pointed or elected. 

Here is the oath an Illinois. sheriff, 
takes on assuming office: 

“TI do solemnly swear (or affirm, as | 
the case may be) that I wil support the 
constitution of the United States and 
the constitution of the state of Illinois 
and that I will faithfully discharge the 
duties of the office of sheriff according 
to the best of my ability.”

POINTS TO ILLINOIS LAW 


Pursuant to the resolutions of con: | 
gress, Illinois has passed laws concern- 
ing the keeping of federal prisoners in | 
state jails. The pertinent provisions | 
(Smith-Hurd’s Llinois revised statutes, 
1923, p. 1227) of the Illinois statute in 
relation to jails and jailers are as 
follows: 

“Section 2. The sheiiff of each 
county in this state sha!’ be the war- 
den of the jail of the county, and have 
the custody of all prisoners in such 
jail. 

“Section 3. He may appoint @ 8u- 
perintendent of the jail, and) remove 
him at pleasure, for whose conduct he 
shall be responsible. 

“Section Sh. Employés who are 
charged with the care and custody of 
prisoners shall be known as jail offi-, 
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ers. 

“Section 4. The warden of the jail 
shall receive and confine in such jail, 
until dischaiged by due course of law, 
all persons who shall be committed to 
such jail by any competent authority. |

For his participation and acqul- 
escence in these matters he received 
$200 from Foerst and $300 from Drug: 
gan. He also permitted Druggan’s reée- 
lease from the jail in August, although 
a letter from the sheriff forbidding it 
was in his possession at the time. He 
claims he neglected to look at the let- 
ter until it was too late. 

Hespondents Strassheim and 
Schwantes were assistant jailers. So 
far as the jail records show, they did 
not accompany Druggan and Lake on 
any of their trips from the jail. Each 
of them received $200 from Foerst and 
$200 from Druggan. The records show 
that each of them was en watch on 
some of the occasions when Druggan 
and Lake were permitted to leave the 
jail. 

Respondent Pend! was the locksmith 
of the jail. He went with Foerst when 
he took Lake to his sister’s funeral and 
received $100 from Foerst. 

Discusses Westbrook’s Part. 

Respondent Westbrook was the su- 
perintendent of the jail. While he was 
appointed by the sheriff and sibject 
to removal by him at will, he was in 
actual charge of the jail. The records

“Now, it is a question as to why 
the department's policy is a defensive 
one. Why has it always resisted, and 
why does it resist the introduction of 
new weapons? Why has the dep: 
ment failed to carry out exhaustive 
testa to determine the power of bomb- 


ing planes against capital ships? And 
why was it necessary that these tests 
be forced by the army? 

“Evidently this indicates a state of | 
mind that so profoundly influences our 
present lack of a definite air policy 
that its causes should be sought, be- 
cause so long as it is maintained no 
adequate progress is probable... Un- 
fortunate, this is a matter that does 
not admit of a very definite explana- 
tion. 

Extraordinary Conservatism. 


“It is due to a kind of conservatism 
go very extraordinary that it would be 
quite impossible of belief were it not 
for historical evidence that estab- 
lishes it. 

“I do not need to say, of course, 
to a board like this that all funda- 
mentally new weapons, without any 
exception whatever, have been resist 
ead by military authorities down 
through the ages. It would take some 
time to enumerate those. different 
weapons, so I will go on simply to 
my own limited experience in that par- 
ticular line. During my service in the 
navy I have witnessed strenuous op- 
pesition to taking the sails off a battlie- 
ship; opposition to armored protection; 
opposition to the rifled cannon an‘ 
turret gu ns;opposition to the torpedo, 
and opposition to the submarine, ex- 
tending nearly up to the world war. 


Opposition to Marksmanship. 


“But particularly, and more recent- 
ly, was the opposition to the intro- 
duction of naval marksmanship in our 
navy, which we got from the British 
navy. Everybody understands some- 
thing about what that marksmanship 
is, and the reasons upon which it is 
based, and unless the official evidence 
were available it would be almost im- 
possible to understand or believe the 
o tion that was carried out against 

t system.” 

“The admiral said that he began mak- 
ing reports on the superiority of Brit- 
ish marksmanship in 1900, but the navy 
department not only ignored but de- 
gtroyed them, “ with a view, I believe, 
of protecting the prestige of the navy,” 
* “ But there was a more serious oppo- 
sition still,”” he went on, “ and it comes 
very close to this question of an air 
force, and that is the continuous oppo- 
sitio nthat has gone on for the last 25 
or 30 years against the training that 
is provided by the naval war college 
in Newport.

Nd- Cohfidence in Leaders. 


“The same class of offisers now hold 
these positions, and that is at the root 
of our present troubles—and of the 
presént low morale, due to lack of con- 
fidence in the leaders. This lack of 
trained leaders expldins. why the de- 
partment is administerimg the navy in 
Violation of military principles—partic- 
ularly in violation of the fundamental 
principle of command. 

“Now, the Shenandoah is a cage in 
point, and only as an example. We 
will presume that the commander of 
the Shenandoah and his technical as- 
sistanis were the best men that the 
navy had to ‘put into that important 
and dangerous job. 

“If they were not so it would be a 
criminal act to put those men there. 
Assuming that they are the best men 
in the navy, we have concentrated at 
Lakehurst the best information on the 
subject and the best technical talent 
the navy affords. 


Command Principle Violated.

WHO IS TO PAY THE 
DEBTS. 


It is said in Washington that nations which put 
off agreements for the settlement of their debts will 
not find the administration favorable to further 
loans. The government cannot prevent foreign 
borrowing from American citizens, but American 
bankers usually inquire of the state department 
whether there would be objections to offering bonds 
for public subscription. The department will say 
that it is not regarded as good policy for citizens 
to take the bonds of a country which has not rec- 
ognized its obligations to the United States. 

The citizens may or may not be guided by that, 
but the unpaid national loans represent their dol- 
lars. The loans are being paid.now, but not by 
the borrowers in the cases in whjch settlements 
have been avoided. The British citizen is paying 
the money Great Britain borrowed. The American 
citizen is paying the money France borrowed and 
the money the other delinqyent nations borrowed. 

The interest the French and Italian taxpayers 
are not paying on the loans is being paid by the 
American taxpayer. He will be relieved of that 
only when a setlement is made and it is apparent

It 
is probably the most discouraging one in the 
cabinet. If any department gets its appropria- 
tions cut, it’s sure to be the war department. 
Peace time public sentiment is hard to stir up over 
the question of national defense. Even the navy 
department fares better. At least it has hand- 
some ships which look well in poster pictures and 
on the picture pages of the newspapers. All the 
war department has is a bunch of soldiers scat- 
tered about the country in groups too small to 
make an imposing array. 

If all that is said about Mr. Davis is true, the 
President has made a wise selection. His new 
secretary will continue to need the qualities of 
high ability which have won him the promotion.

The 
people would have more of the things they want if 
the tax bill could be reduced.

Gen. Hanson E. Ely, commandant 
of the war college, told the air board that the army 
cannot have any maneuvers worth while because 
it hasn't enough money and next year it will cut 
the army ration from 35 cents to 30 for the same 
reason. The soldiers won't starve, but the admin- 
‘ qstration will help the taxpayer by cutting five 
cents’ worth of food out of their diet each day.

The sys- 
tem is inherently not economical, and a political 
system never gets its money’s worth. The methods 
of the best-of them would break a private concern, 
but when an administration turns to economy it 
frequently is in a direction where the cutting hurts 
and also frequently where it is unjust, where it 
means poor pay.

Among their leaflets is 
one written by Dr. Henry B. Elkind, en- 
titled, “Twenty Aids to Mental Health 
for Adults.” (This leaflet sells for 5 
cents.) The twenty rules are as follows: 

1. Have a plan of living and stick 
to it. 

2. Learn to enjoy your work. Con- 
ceive your job as a form of service to 
others and you will find more service 
in it. 

.3. Try to spend less than you earn. 

4. Divide each day into three periods: 
the first for work, the second for recrea- 
tion, including time for meals, and the 
third for sleep. 

5. Be sure to exercise daily. 

6. Work hard ari play hard. 
sleep will then come to you. 

7. Eat regularly, moderately and chew 
your food slowly: 

8. Take good care of your physical 
health. Arrange to have on every birth-

How often should the* hair 
washed? 

It is something the individual, her- 
self, must deicde. One cannot make 
an ironclad rule on the subject, since 
the quality of hair varies so. Oily hair 
needs more-frequent washing than dry 
hair, to »« sure.

In summer, excessive perspiration 
makes more, frequent shampooing nec- 
essary.

Gets His Baseball Chance. 


It was while preparing for a career 
as a pedagogue that his baseball ability 
was detected.

In the 
same town lived Humphrey Thompson, 
a baker. He was the brother of old 
Sam Thompson, famous player with 
the Detroit team in the eighties, and 
he knew a thing or two about base- 
ball. Young Aldridge’s curve im- 


pressed him and he recommended him: 


to the owners of the Indianapolis club. 
Young Aldridge got a trial in profes- 
sional baseball about 1914 or 1915. 
He showed so well that the Cubs 
took him about 1916 and nursed him 
along until he was called into the war 
service. After the war he returned to 
the Cubs, who tried him again, but 
finally sent him to Los Angeles, where 
he made his mark as a pitcher in 1919, 
1920, an@ 1921, after which the Cubs 
took him again. He performed for the 
Cubs until the end of the season of 
1924, but never was a consistent win- 
ner, and finally was included in the

where he not only won consistently 
during the season, but has proved him- 
self the ace of the staff in the world’s 
series.
